Mcdical Discovery 


Eye Specialist Has Developed Serum 
For Cases of Blindness, 

What eye specialists agree may 
prove to be one of the greatest medi- 
cal discoveries in history soon will be 
placed before the Academy of Medi- 
cine and the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, A serum to restore the sight 
in cases of blindness caused by atro- 
phy of the optic nerve, heretofore re- 
garded as an incurable condition, has 
been developed by Dr, Erasmus Ar- 
lington Pond, of 1093 Dean Street, 
Brooklyn, an eye specialist of unques- 
tioned standing in his profession, 

There are said to be just two 
limitations upon the effectiveness of 
the serum, In the first place, it will 
not change a condition of total blind- 
ness. Just so long as the patient is 
able to discern, no matter how dimly, 
the passing of a hand a few inches 
before his face, even though it ap- 
pears to him little more than a 
shadow, there is time for the injection 
of the serum. When total darkness 
has closed down, the serum has no ef- 
fect. 

The second limitation is 


that the 
serum cannot be used in cases of 
blindness caused by accident, in 
which hemorrhage has resulted. It 
is said to have worked successfully 
only in cases caused by atrophy, 
which is the cause of practically all 
blindness not due to accident. Nine 
cases of this kind have been success- 
fully treated by Dr. Pond, it was said.

Sir Ernest Shackleton, speaking at 
a garden party given by Mr, and 
Mrs, F. E, Becker at Sutton Hall, 
Heston, said it would have been seen 
from the Times that he was about to 
lead another Polar expedition, which 
had been rendered possible by the 
generosity of two men. The first 
encouragement he received for the 
expedition was from the host of that 
afternoon, and the venture would go 
forward largely as the result of Mr. 
Becker's confidence in him. To a 
great many the Polar expedition 
ight seem futile, but explorers did 
not go. out primarily for economic 
reasons, The total cost of Polar cx- 
ploration in the last 10 years had 
been £2,000,000; the total economic 
result had been £25,000,000 by the 
discovery of harbors and whale oil, 
and by magnetic and scientific re- 
s. On the human side it was a 
desire to go into the unknown, to 
see things that no man had ever scen, 
and to go on until all was known;
